ev enings at the conv entional board­ 
ing-hou se is too far gone, as a ru le, 
to be cu red. 
The only thing to do 
is to fu migate it and hang it ou t 
where the pu re air will strike it, thu s 
rendering its last day s as comfortable 
as possible. Ordinary sandwich ham 
may be cu red by liberal doses of to­ 
mato catsu p or chill sau ce. This does 
not apply , howev er, to the railroad 
station sandwich ham. 
T hat belongs 
in the incu rable ward. In ex treme 
oases it shou ld be bu ried In qu icklime 
—as qu ick as 
possible. 
Christian 
Science may be able to cure some 
hams, bu t they mu st be treated In 
early stages If cu res are to be effected. 
We hav e known hams which the v ery 
longest and strongest stretch

agination could not cure.

Chicago, Oct. I I .—Gov ernor Deneen 
appointed Charles Hu mphrey Hamill, 
his former law partner, attorney for 
the state insu rance departm ent y es­ 
terday and sent Fred H. Rowe, the 
incu mbent, to the political bone-pile. 
The Hamill appointm ent is a personal 
one and giv es the state ex ecu tiv e a 
centidential representativ e in one of 
the most im portant as well as the 
most lu crativ e offices within his gift# 
The tu rning down of Fred H. Rowe 
marks the pasaiDg of the second of the 
“original” Yates men in the state. 
Mr. Rowe was chairman of the re­ 
pu blican state central committee in 
1900 and Colonel W alter H. Field- 
hou se was secretary . 
Neither was a member of the state 
committee, bu t the 
appointments 
were made at the request of Mr. 
Yates, who had just emerged from the 
Peoria state conv ention as the guber­ 
natorial nominee of his party , an 
honor that fell to his lot because of a 
a bitter fight between Elbridge Han- 
ecy and Walter Reev es, representing 
respectiv ely the Tanner-Lorimer and 
Cullom-federal factions in the repub­ 
lican organization. Mr. Rowe was re­ 
elected chairman of the state com­ 
mittee In 1902 
at the instigation of 
Gov ernor Yates and was then made 
attorney for the Insurance depart­ 
ment, while Mr. Fleldhouse was ap 
pointed secretary of the West Chi­ 
cago park commission. Last summer 
Colonel Fleldhouse was dismissed to 
make room for Senator Haas and y es 
terday Mr Rowe was separated from 
a job which is worth 14 ,000 a y ear. 
BUILDING A STATE MACHINE. 
Despite professions from Springfield 
tha t the ou ster of Y ates men who can 
not “deliv er” is not hostile to Yates, 
practical politicians insist tha t as 
soon as the “ personal” appointees of 
Yates are dismissed 
the 
political 
power of the ex -gov ernor will be lost, 
oecau se jobholders who can deliv er 
natu rally wou ld be retained by any 
gov ernor prov ided they are willing to 
shift their allegiance in consideration 
of retention in office. 
The consensu s of political opinion 
seems to be that Gov ernor Deneen is 
slowly drawing the coils abou t his 
predecessor and tha t conditions will 
be created which will make the pro­ 
posed Yates senatorial candidacy re- 
dicu lou s ev en to Y ates himself. 
Mr. 
Yates is ex pected in the city Wednes­ 
day , bu t the politicians insist he will 
not dare to shy his castor into the 
senatorial ring. On the contrary , it 
is believ ed that he will allow his sena­ 
torial aspirations to die a natu ral 
death.

Gov ernor Deneen also reorganized 
y esterday the board of tru stees of the 
northern hospital for the insane at 
Elgin. 
Dr. Piu mer M. Woodworth of 
this city was named to su cceed W. S. 
Bu llock of Wau kegan, Lake cou nty , 
and Robert Raw of Rockford, Winne­ 
bago cou nty , was appointed to su e 
ceed C. W. Marsh of DeKalb, DeKalb 
cou nty . 
Mr. Bu llock’s term ex pires 
this y ear, bu t according to informa­ 
tion the term of Tru stee Marsh wou ld 
not hav e ex pired u ntil 1907 . 
REW IS REWARDED. 
0. W. Marsh of DeKalb, who is su c­ 
ceeded by Robert Rew of Rockford, 
also represents territory which was 
hositle to Deneen in the state conv en­ 
tion. DeKalb cou nty , u nder the lead­ 
ership of Colonel Isaac EUwood, cast 
Its fifteen v otes for Yates on the first 
ballot for gov ernor, bu t finally broke 
to Lowden and v oted solidly for him 
on the sev enty -ninth and final ballot. 
Mr. Rew was chairman of the Winne­ 
bago cou nty delegation in the state 
conv ention and was a Deneen dele­ 
gate. 
This cou nty was carried by 
Colonel Lowden at the primaries of 
1904 , bu t by reason of an alliance be­ 
tween Yates and Deneen he was de 
priv ed of a single delegate to the state 
conv ention. 
Yates 
and 
Deneen 
entered into a deal by which the 
former was to hav e eight and the 
latter twelv e delegates. 
The plan 
worked su ccessfu lly . Tne delegation 
was not instru cted, bu t throu ghou t 
the balloting on gov ernor Winnebago 
stood pat and finally deliv ered tw enty 
v otes to Deneen. 
The few appointments made 
by 
Gov ernor Deneen since his inau gu ra­ 
tion last Janu ry ev idence a policy to 
pu nish politicians and politioal terri­ 
tory which did not stand by the oom 
bination that made his nomination 
possible.

Apropos of Mr Henderson’s w ar ex ­ 
perience th e following story was told 
by one of bis colleagues recently , wh ich 
illustrates as well as any of th e stories 
concerniug h im h is ready sy mpath y 
and tact, say s a writer In Leslie's 
Weekly : In th e day s wh en Dave Hen- 
dersofn was a raw y oung lieutenant, 
and before h e h ad lost a leg in th e 
service of h is country , h e was calk'd to 
a man wh o h ad been mortally wound­ 
ed by th e ex plosion of a gun. IIe found 
th e poor fellow ly ing on th e grass 
swearing a blue streak at th e unfortu 
nate accident th at would cost h im h is 
life, wh ile a callow y oung ch aplain 
kneeling beside th e wounded soldier 
vainly ex postulated with h im for such 
blasph emy and besough t h im to pray , 
since h e was about to be called into th e 
presence of h is Maker. Th e ch aplain’s 
ex h ortations h ad no effect upon th e suf 
fering soldier, h owever, wh o continued 
to swear more loudly th an ever. 
“Make 
way ,” 
ordered 
Henderson, 
and kneeling by th e side of th e soldier 
h e said in a voice as tender as a wo 
m an’s, “Can we do noth ing for y ou, 
my brave fellow?” 
Th e soldier looked up wistfully at th e 
sound of th e sy mpath etic words. “I’m 
afraid it’s all up,” h e said faintly . 
. “Well, if it is, my man, it must be a 
h appiness and satisfaction to y ou to 
know th at y ou died for y our country . 
You are Just as much of a h ero as 
th ough y ou h ad been killed in th e field 
of battle, and y our name will alway s 
be revered. 
God h elp y ou, my brave 
boy !” 
“Is th at so? Is th at so?” murmured 
th e dy ing soldier. 
“Th at’s a comfort, 
sir; it’s a great comfort,” and, h olding 
th e h and of h is y oung officer, th e poor 
lad died. 


Mr. Henderson once told h ow h e lost 
h is leg as follows: 
“A good many people ask me h ow I 
lost my # leg. 
Generally I tell th em, 
bnt 1 alway s th ink of th e story of th e 
Iowan wh o bad both legs cut off by a 
buzzsaw. One day h e was ridiug in a 
railroad train, and an old lady wh o sat 
across th e aisle from h im stared at h is 
stumps pretty h ard. Finally sh e said: 
“ ‘Pardon me, sir, but will y ou tell 
me h ow y ou lost y our legs?’ 
“ ‘No, I won’t,’ th e legless man re­ 
plied. T h e‘old lady sigh ed and settled 
back in h er seat. 
Pretty soon sh e be­ 
gan staring again, and, unable to con­ 
ceal h er curiosity , sh e pleaded: 
“ ‘I wish y ou would tell me h ow y ou 
lost y our legs.’ 
“Th e man relented. 
“ ‘W ell,’ h e said, *P11 tell y ou if y ou 
will promise not to ask me any more 
q uestions. 
Now, mind, y ou can’t ask 
anoth er q uestion.’ 
“ ‘I promise,’ sait| th e old lady in a 
q uiver of ex citement. 
/ 
“ ‘W ell/ said th e legless man, ‘I h ad 
th em ch awed off!’ ’* 


It is related th at wh en Colonel David 
Rremner Henderson was a lieutenant 
in th e Twelfth Iowa at th e battle of 
Corinth h e noticed a soldier wh ose gun 
h ad been clogged and wh ich refused to 
work,. 
Th e poor fellow, in th e belief 
th at h e would surely be killed with a 
useless weapon in h is h and, became 
woefully ex cited and began to tremble 
as with au ague. 
“You infernal fool!” 
sh outed Henderson, forgetting conven­ 
tionalities for th e moment. 
"Here, 
wh y don’t y ou pick th e tube out with 
a pin, same as y ou do wh en y ou’re 
sh ooting prairie ch ickens?” Th e words 
“prairie ch ickens” in th e ear of th is na­ 
tive of Iowa sounded so good th at it 
Immediately brough t h im to h imself. 
He at once cleaned out h is gun and 
went into th e figh t. 
At th e end of th e 
battle th e man wh o h ad cleaned out 
h is gun h ad'been sh ot in th e h ip and 
Henderson h ad received th e sh ot in 
bis left foot wh ich compelled h im to 
wear au artificial leg.

Forty -five death s and h undreds of seri­ 
ous Injuries is th e record during th at 
time. Hardly a single game h as been 
play ed during wh ich it h as not been 
necessary to carry one or more of th e” 
play ers from th e field.

play s 
against wh ich President Roosevelt and 
th e country at large are protesting so 
vigorously , say s th e New York Herald. 
To ch ronicle all th e injuries would re­ 
q uire th e use of th ousands of names, 
and even th en none would be included 
wh ere th e h urt was of a less serious 
ch aracter th an th e breaking of a collar 
bone. Th e mere spraining of an ankle 
is not considered of sufficient impor­ 
tance to interest any body ex cept th e 
individual play er and perh aps th e par­ 
ents.
